DR.  HALL  WAS  THE  first  man 
to  produce  synthetic  diamonds 
and  has  become  world  recognized 
as  an  expert  on  high-temperature, 
high-pressure  experiments. 

He  delivered  the  first  Annual 
Faculty  Lecture  at  Brigham 
Young  University  in  1964  and  the 
third  annual  Olin  Lecture  to  the 
faculty  of  Yale  University. 

Mr.  Butt,  from  his  desk  in  the 
University  Archives  has  been 
collecting  materials  on  the  his- 
tory of  Utah  and  Brigham  Young 
University  since  1922. 

HE  HAS  INDEXED  hundreds 
of  diaries,  books  and  minutes  of 
meetings  of  BYU’s  Board  of  Trus- 
tees in  his  work.  In  1956  he  was 
honored  by  the  Mountain  Plains 
Library  Association  for  his  col- 
lection on  local  history. 

Mrs.  Zundel  is  the  mother  of 
six  bishops  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
Of  her  ten  children,  three  other 
sons  have  served  as  missionaries 
of  the  Church. 

Now  87  years  old,  Mrs.  Zundel 
is  an  active  worker  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple  of  the  Church.  She 
was  widowed  more  than  40  years 
ago  and  had  the  responsibility  of 
a large  family  for  many  years.
